Needed 


The transfer of submarine warfare from European waters to tlie 
lALmeriean side of the Atlantic is but another incident that gives em- 
phasis to the continued need for a man of President "Wilson's calm 
judgment, sane reasoning, fine diplomatic tact and exalted purpose 
in the white house. Very happily, developments thus far, in the 
American vie^v, have supplied no occasion for complaint that either 
international law nor American neutrality has been violated. 
It is 
impossible, however, to escape the realization that grave possibilities 
are not altogether absent. One false step, one blunder, might involve 
us in serious complications with one or the other of the belligerents, 
if not with both of them. 


Two things- have already occurred to make this fact plain. One 
of these is the contention of the allies that, in order to avoid risk, neu- 
trals shall not permit submarine craft of the belligerents in either 
their territorial Avaters or their ports. Another is the claiin- set up 
by the commander of one of the British vessels sunk by the German 
"submarine off the American coast that his ship was fired upon with- 
out warning, though it is noteworthy that no others in the rather long 
lis of submarine victims off the New England coast has raised a con- 
tention of this character. 


The point of importance for the American people in this situation 
:—as has been the-case since the beginning of the war—is that it i 
vital to have representing our interests a man of i?xperieneo and of 
judgment; a man consecrated to the best ideals of humanity, a man 
actuated by a sense of absolute justice and fairness, a man whose skill 
and tact have proven effective in avoiding unnecessary embroilments 
and have kept this land at peace with half the world at war. This is 
no time for the. employment of an uncertain quantity. It is no time 
for a change to any who take counsel of the fire-brand type of ad- 
visor, or who permit 4;hat sort of representative to speak for them. 
Th.ere is still need for the calm, deliberate, discriminating judgment of 
the peace-loving, purposeful Wilson at the head of American affairs.

The order of Police Chief Lenz having as its purpose the elimina- 
tion of loitering on the streets by boys and girls of tender years, and 
the ogling and the flirting that too often leads to unfortunate results 
is so wholesome and so admirable that it cannot be.too rigidly en- 
forced. As a matter of fact, many parents Avho fondly imagine they 
know precisely where their cliildreili are and what they are doing 
while absent from the sheltering- influences of the family home are 
quite mistaken, and they would be deeply pained were the whole 
truth known. The breaking up of the practice will serve a wholesome 
purpose, and it Avill save many heart-breakings that are certain to 
come unless some restraint is placed u]>on the boys and girls who seek 
companionship of chance acquaintances made upon the street. 


The departnieutof labor is extending the service of the free em- 
ployment bureaus over the country to ijiclude the finding of situatioiLS 
for women and girls as well as men. Experiments already made in 
many cities have shown it wholly practicable and very desirable. In 
S'ort "Wayne the state bureau has had much success along this lino, 
and the new feature will doubtless be made universal among the fed- 
eral bureaus. 


Six automobile bandits, presumably from Chicago, made a whirl- 
wind raid on some seven Hammond restaurants in the early morning 
and got away with approximaljely $3,000 in cash before they waved 
their adieu. Doubtless some newer Sherlock Holmes in the party 
must have been glancing at the prices on the menu cards in those_res- 
taurants, which led him to the very reasonable deduction that the eat- 
ing placés must have the money.

"In view of tho lievelopnient of the 
submarine navigation and by reason of 
acts, which in the ])resent circuIn^tances 
may 
be 
unfortunately 
expected

submarines, the allied 
govern- 
ments consider 
it necessary, in 
order 
not only to safeguard their belligerent 
rights and liberty of commercial navi- 
gation, but to avoid risks of dispute, to 
urge neutral governments to take fiTcf- 
tive mca.sures, if (hey have not aheady 
done so, with a view to preventing bel- 
iigerent 
.«¡ubmariné 
vr-ssels. 
whatever 
the purpose to which thoy are put, from 
making use of 
neutral 
waters, 
road- 
steads and ports. 


"In the case of stibmarinc vessels the 
application of the principles of the laws 
of nations is aflfected by special 
and 
novel condition;»: 


"F'irst, by the fact that these vessels 
can navigate and rcniain at arm s«?a 
submerged and can thus escape all con- 
trol and' observation;

The Evers girl was paroled to her 
attorney, Charles E. Erbstein, after an 
agreement had been reached between 
Erbstein, Clabaugh and John C. Knox, 
special assistant attorney general, who i 
arrived In Chicago during the day to 
help prosecute the alleged criminals. 


Mr. Knox and Mr. Clabaugh were asked 
the reason'-for the sudden change in the 
government's attitude toward Miss Evers. 
Since the arrest she has been held a pris- 
oner In default of $25,000. When she wa.s 
paroled to Mr. Erbnstein it was agreed 
that at the removal hearing her bond 
would be fixed at $2,500.

¡Ea)bets fleld to view the world's series 
•from a new angle. 


Brooklyn has sent many a strong dele- 
gation to the Polo grounds in Ilarlein, 
home of the Giants, to witness post-season 
Vtruggles in former years, but today saw a 
reversal of the process with the tide of 
Jtravel turned towards Flatbush where sits 
t h e stadium occupied by the present Na- 
tional league champions. In contrast with 
the warm haziness of .the past few days, 
remarkable for its suitability to the great 
national pastime, the morning broke cool 
and breezy, with the promise of a day 
more suited to work on the gridiron than 
on the diamond. 


Because of the cool weather ticket hold- 
ers were slow in going to the field. 
The 
^struggle of the day, coming after the two 
desperate encounters in Boston, which left 
the Brooklyns without a victory, and gave 
the Red Sox a commanding lead 
the 
battle for the title, promised to be pei-- 
haps the "crucial" game of the series. 


On familiar grounds after the loss of

A pair of reverses

certain defeat. 


On the other hand the Red Sox rooters 
came primed for the continuance of their 
favorites' triumphal progress, confident in 
the superiority of the Boston machine, 
Bupremly reliant that "class would tell" 
jind cause the closing chapters of the story 
to be written in the records of the games 
to be played on Ebbets field today and to- 
inorrow. One game almo.st for the Robins

And with their star, Leon- 
ard, pitching, few .see any chance for 
the Brooklyn team today.

Shore, a tall, lanky mountaineer hailing 
from East Bend, N. C., in the fall of 
1909 entered the preparatory department 
of Guilford college. North Carolina, the 
only Quaker college south of Philadelphia. 


This institution has the distinction of 
having staged 
the 
first 
basebi^l 
game 
ever played south «f the Mason and Dixon 
line and some of the players in that game 
are still living, among them the venerablé 
president emeritus 01 Guilford, Dr. L. L. 
Kobbs. 


It was his son, A. W. Hobbs, formerly 
with the New York Yankees and Mon- 
treal, and then coach at Guili'ord, who 
gave Shore his first day's coaching. 


Guilford met the North Carolina aggies 
in Raleigh in ihe spring of 1910.

battle ground of

lopa 
at 
the 
present 
time, 
Holland yet 
Is 
compelled to live prac- 
tically like all the war- 
ring nations—with her 
soldiers constantly on 
guarà io prevent violations of her neutrality. 
If not actual usurpation of her 
sovereignty. 
Fears for the very life of the nation are a part 
of every-day life—not that the Dutch are cow- 
ardly, far from it; fears that the peaceful king- 
dom may be plunged Into the maelstrom and 
her innocent peasants made participants In the 
misery and privation that have accompanied 
the struggle. 


Holland, In her own behalf, Is threatened 
from all sides. To the seaward are the English 
and French fleets, patrolling the coasts and 
maintaining a partial blockade of her com- 
merce. 
There also are the mine fields and 
submarines that have caused much destruction 
to her commercial carriers. Beyond and behind 
all is the 
ever-present 
menace 
of England, 
which is regarded as constantly threatening In- 
vasion, or, rather, passing through the terri- 
tory of this neutral in order to execute a flank- 
ing movement on tlie German armies. 


Studies of Import statistics, England claims, 
show that since the beginning of the war Hol- 
land has been importing from abroad many 
times the amounts of foodstuff and army sup- 
plies that formerly reached her coasts; It is 
surmised tliat these coctra quantities eventually 
are delivered to tlie German armies. 
Eng- 
land, for that reason, has endeavored to cut 
Off the extra amounts of such supplies des- 
tined for Holland, just as she has done with 
Sweden and Norway and Denmark. 


Tet. despite all such precautions and the 
proverbial devotedness and incorrruptlbility of 
the Dutch soldier, who is devoted to his queen 
and country, such smugglers persist in mak- 
ing efforts to carry supplies to the warriors. 


In addition, it is common for the smugglers 
to be caught and stopped by the frontier pa- 
trols and arrested. 


Hans Baumgarner, 24, son of a miller, is a 
foldler in Queen Wilhelmina's army. His com- 
pany is stationed ,/at a frontier town and guards 
a considerable section of the line extending in 
both directions from the village, a place ot 
about 900 inhabitants.

He has a sen- 
try box a short distance 
from 
the 
village, 
perched alongside a roadway, with a farmhouse 
a short distance away and large trees lining 
the road to protect him from the rays of the 
sun.

Lathrope, director of the city planning 
exhibit in Fort Wayne, before the Fort 
Wayne Federation of Labor.

Joe dam proposition to the members of 
the labor federation. 


Reports received from the

The newest addition 
to the labor ranks, it is anticipated, will 
become the largest local in the city an 
time.

The rich man may do his own 
worrying. 
I refuse to lie awake nights 
bothering my soid about the fellow who 
has of this world's goods enough and to 
spare, who knows not the anxieties of 
making the outgo not exceed the in- 
come." 


The speaker declared this sort of city 
planning was for the average 
persons. 
They will have to act in masses. Com- 
munity co-operation to them is abso- 
lutely necessarj'. 
The rich man can buy 
a private park in the country—a coun- 
try club or a country home or an ex- 
pensive farm and there take his wife 
and childre nand go to God's sunlight. 
The average citizen suffers mostly ''rom 
the economic losses and wastes which 
result from non-city planning. 
All of 
these are charged off in the cost pro- 
duction and the cost of doin gbusiness, 
and the common man pays for it.''

Fears for the very life ot the nation are a part 
ot every-day llfe-not that the Dutch are cow- 
ardly, far from it; fears that the peaceful king- 
dom may be plunged Into the maelstrom and 
her innocent peasants made participants In tha 
misery and privation that hava accompanied 
the struggle. 
' Holland, in her own behalf. Is threatened 
from all sides. To tho seaward are tho English 
and French fleets, patrolling tha coasts and 
maintaining a partial blockade of her com- 
merce. There also are the mino fields and 
submarines that have caused much destruction 
to her commercial carriers. Beyond and behind 
all Is the ever-present menace of England, 
which Is regarded as constantly threatening In- 
vasion, or, rather, passing through the terri- 
tory of this neutral in order to execute, a flank- 
tns movement on the German armies. 


Studies of Import statistics, England claims. 


ihow that since the beginning of tha war Hol- 
land has been Importing from abroad many 
times the amounts of foodstuff and army sup- 
plies that formerly reached her coasts; it is 
•ur'mUed that these extra quantities eventually 
are delivered to the German armies. Eng- 
land, for that reason, has endeavored to cut 
oft the extra amounts of such supplies des- 
tined for Holland, Just as she has done with 
Sweden and Norway and Denmark.
